Curtiss Breepinc Service, INc., 
Cary, Illinois, a leader in the A. 
field, since 1949, has been merged 
with Chicago-based G. D. Searle & 
Co., internationally prominent phar-

Skagit County Dairy Family Of 
The Year

Tue Ben and Jake Friedrichs fam- 
ilies, Western Glow Farms, Inc., 
Bow, Washington, have been se- 
lected as the Skagit County Dairy 
Family of the year for 1968. This an- 
nouncement was made by Matthew 
Paul, President of the Skagit County 
Dairymen’s Federation, who sponsors 
this activity each year. 

The Western Glow Farms, Inc. has 
provided registered Guernsey breed- 
ing stock to dairymen for the past 40 
years. The farm is comprised of 325 
acres and raises sweet corn and green 
peas for freezing in addition to their 
dairy operation. 

The Friedrichs Bros. have gained 
Gold Star Herd recognition for the 
past three consecutive years. In 1967 
the herd completed 62 DHIR records 
for an average of 13515 lbs. milk, 
4.8 per cent, 650 Ibs. fat, ME—305 
—2x and placed third among all 
Guernsey herds in the country on 
official DHIR test in the 50-70 rec- 
ord category. 

Open house for the Friedrichs 
families is being held June 22 in rec- 
ognition of their selection as the 
Skagit County Dairy Family of the 
year. 


Timing Is Important In Dairy 
Management 


“Proper timing of management 
practices can improve the net income 
of Iowa dairymen,” says Don Voel- 
ker, extension dairyman at Iowa 
State University. 

He points to time of breeding as 
one of the most important timing fac- 
tors. Studies of DHIA records show 
an advantage of 772 pounds of milk 
and 20 pounds of fat for cows calving 
in October through April, compared 
to those calving from May through 
September. 


The higher price generally paid 
for fall and winter milk, and having 
cows dry in late summer, are other 
advantages of breeding for fall and 
early winter calving. lt is especially 
important to start first-calf heifers on 
a fall calving cycle. 

DHIA studies indicate that “dry 
time” is critical to the dairyman’s 
pocketbook. Average dry periods 
should be from 40 to 60 days, or 
about six to eight weeks, Voelker 
advises. Summaries show that herds 
averaging over 15,000 pounds of milk 
also averaged over 87 per cent days 
in milk, compared with herds averag- 
ing less than 8,000 pounds of milk 
per cow and 76 per cent days in milk. 


Dairymen should keep a record of 
breeding dates, heat periods and due 
dates, to facilitate proper control of 
dry periods and calving time. They 
should observe cows and _ heifers 
closely for heat periods — preferably 
twice a day when turned out for ex- 
ercise during the winter. 

Cows should be bred 60 to 90 days 
after calving, and during the last half 
of the heat period for best conception 
rates. Periodic pregnancy checks by 
a veterinarian can save money by 
timely treatment of problem cases or 
recommended culling of animals that 
will not conceive. 

Monthly production records are 
also a good guide to proper time for 
culling. Herds on test have a com- 
putation of “income over feed cost 
on test day” which is a good indica- 
tion when to cull low producers. 

Timing in daily milking opera- 
tions can also pay handsome divi- 
dends. A well-managed milking rou- 
tine saves milking time and improves 
milk production. Cows are creatures 
of habit and respond favorably to 
well-timed operations. 

Dairymen can measure the results 
of proper timing in their paychecks 
and by records of production.

Most Nearly Perfect Food 


‘ow April 3 issue of Dairymen’s League News had an 
interesting editorial entitled, “The Painful Truth.” 

“When the American consumer will pay more for a 
soft drink of doubtful nutritive value than for an equival- 
ent amount of milk, then the dairy industry must recognize 
that milk has become simply ‘another’ beverage rather than 
a distinctive and essential food.” So said Secretary Orville 
Freeman recently in a call for the total dairy industry to 
get behind programs for more research advertising, promo- 
tion and consumer education. 


It’s painful for many long-time dairy industry people 
to hear that milk may no longer be considered “essential” 
to the public. From a nutritive point of view, particularly 
where young people are concerned, it is probably a some- 
what exaggerated opinion. 

Nevertheless, the unvarnished truth is that in this 
day of vitamin pills, vast food varieties and substitutes, a 
person can live from womb to tomb without drinking a 
glass of milk if he so desires. 

Note that we say “Can.” We didn’t say that it would 
be easy or that it would be as healthful as a lifetime with 
milk in the diet. But who wants to invest in a future built 
on the unsupported belief that the masses of the American 
public will bypass alternative foods and continue to drink 
milk and eat dairy foods? 


The belief must be supported by the same energies, 
monies and ingenuity that causes people to invest in soft 
drink companies, automobile corporations, air conditioning 
firms, and even toy manufacturing. We can obviously live 
out our lives without a cola drink, an automobile, an air 
conditioner, or toys. 

But we don’t, and we never will. 


All of these organizations, plus hundreds of others, 
have one thing in common. They don’t take the need of 
their consuming market for granted—they CREATE the 
need. They sell. They promise. They motivate. They edu- 
cate. And they keep it up year in and year out. They de- 
velop new and better air conditioners, cars and toys. They 
upgrade consumers’ tastes for the more expensive models, 
because they know that salesmanship is more than trying 
to undercut the other man’s price. 

The dairy industry has made some progress in sales- 
manship, but it has been severely restricted by some ultra 
conservative thinking and some threadbare budgets. It’s 
time to think big, act big and sell big. Milk is nature’s 
most nearly perfect food—but you still have to sell it.

11 Western States Now Modified 
Certified Brucellosis Areas 


Colorado and Wyoming have 
achieved a Modified Certified Bru- 
cellosis status, the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture recently announced. 
This qualifies all the 11 western 
States as certified areas. 

Three of the 11 States —Nevada, 
Washington, and Utah — have 
reached the ultimate goal of the co- 
operative State-Federal brucellosis 
eradication effort by attaining a Cer- 
tified Brucellosis Free status. The re- 
maining 8 States have reduced the 
incidence of the disease in cattle to 
less than one percent and achieved a 
Modified Certified status. Arizona, 
California, Idaho, New Mexico, and 
Oregon have moved into the final 
phase of the brucellosis eradication 
effort by certifying 69 percent of 
their counties free. 


According to Dr. E. A. Schilf, who 
heads cattle disease eradication work 
in the Animal Health Division of 
USDA’s Agricultural Research Ser- 
vice,, the western States are the Na- 
tion’s pace setters in the fight to elim- 
inate this costly disease of livestock 
that may be transmitted to humans. 

By comparison with the rest of the 
Nation, the incidence of the disease 
is quite low and excellent use is be- 
ing made of two highly developed 
surveillance procedures — market 
cattle testing for beef cows and the 
milk ring test for dairy herds. 

With the milk ring test, a compos- 
ite sample of milk from each dairy 
herd is tested. If the test indicates 
that brucellosis may be present, the 
herd is blood tested to tind the infect- 
ed animals. In market cattle testing, 
cows are identified with back tags or 


brands. 
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During the marketing-slaughtering 
process, a blood sample is taken and 
submitted for the brucellosis test. Af- 
fected animals are traced through 
their tags and brands to herd of origin 
and arrangements are made with the 
owner to eradicate the disease. 

The Colorado campaign is being 
led by Dr. William C. Tobin, State 
Veterinarian, and Dr. R. W. Gerding 
Federal Veterinarian in Charge of 
Animal Health. 

The Wyoming brucellosis eradica- 
tion effort is directed by Dr. R. I. 
Port, State Veterinarian, and Dr. W. 
M. Reynolds, Federal Veterinarian in 
Charge. 


Nationally, all States have quali- 
fied as modified certified areas ex- 
cept Florida, Hawaii, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, Nebraska, Oklahoma, 
South Dakota, and Texas. 

At present, 92.8 percent of the Na- 
tion’s counties are certified; 61.3 per- 
cent are Modified Certified and 
31.5 percent are Certified Free. 
Twelve States—Connecticut, Maine, 
Massachusetts, Michigan, Nevada, 
New Hampshire, New York, Rhode 
Island, Utah, Vermont, Washington 
and Wisconsin — plus the Virgin Is- 
lands have attained a Certified Free 


status for all their counties.

The Milk Business 


The first speaker introduced by 
Donald Burton was Arthur E. Sch- 
watka, Vice-president Sales, Fore- 
most Foods Company, San Francisco, 
California, who gave a stimulating 
and thought provoking talk on “The 
Milk Business.” When introducing 
Mr. Schwatka, Don pointed out that 
education is the sure and safe way 
to keep up with the rapidly chang- 
ing times.

If so, now that you've seen a real 
live customer, I might be money 
ahead to just shut up and sit down. 
However, being basically a_ sales- 
man, I'll yield to the ever present 
urge to communicate and talk any- 
way.” 

Commenting on those 35 years in 
this industry it is incredible how fast 
the years have flown by and how in 
most recent years, time seems to be 
picking up speed and developing 
more complex problems.

with W. D. Moffat. Let me say that 
you couldn’t have a better represent- 
ative than Don. 

Our sales have gone up and down 
with the economy. We have pretty 
well weathered the cholesterol storm. 
Today 20 per cent of our home de- 
livery volume and 11 per cent of our 
grocery volume is still in Golden 
Guernsey or Guernsey Royal. 

Today the premium is nearly gone 
and the All Jersey program really 
hurt you on premiums for your qual- 
ity products. We would still like to 
get a little more for the Guernsey 
milk products because the customer 
gets a little more. 


We know we sell a prestige pro- 
duct and we know it gives us some- 
thing for the customer who doesn’t 
mind paying a little more to have 
the best. 

Today everything seems to keep 
getting bigger and bigger and all 
the problems of getting big con- 
tinue to go right along with us. We 
used to have a lot of small dairies 
that ran 3,000 gallons a day. How- 
ever, as the unions got bigger, as 
our payroll got bigger, and as our 
management problems became more 
complex, we suddenly found we 
couldn’t make it in these small 
plants. These little plants have been 
forced out of the field and left it a 
lot less rich by their closing. 

There was a personality in our 
business in those days of 35 years 
ago — a fierce loyalty to the kind of 
quality milk you supplied to your 
customers. In those days we knew 
many of your customers personally 
and took pride in selling them your 
milk. 

The customers today have drifted 
to the super markets. They have 
been driven there by continually ris- 
ing delivery costs and the loss of the

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personal sell that was evident in the 
old days. The customers used to be 
“my customers” when I drove a milk 
route. I coddled them, I babied them 
and I fought for them. Today, I 
don’t even know who my customers 
are, and what a pity. 

The stores, too, have gotten big- 
ger and exerted tremendous pres- 
sure on the industry for lower costs 
and lower prices. If you don’t have 
the chain store business you really 
want it and if you do have it you are 
continually struggling to hold it and 
hold off your competitors. 


The producing units have also 
gotten bigger and farm trucks have 
replaced the 10 gallon milk can. 
Even worse in many instances the 
bull himself has gone from the farm. 
When I think of my own nostalgia 
for the good old days, I think that 
my sorrow and longing must be 
as nothing when compared to the 
feelings of the bull. 


You know our company is named 
after a bull, and a Guernsey bull at 
that, Langwater Foremost. Lang- 
water Foremost was the foundation 
sire of the famous Foremost herd 
developed by Mr. J. C. Penney, a 
fabulous man and a leader in all 
fields of endeavor he undertakes. 


Well, enough about the good old 
days, as good as they were, they are 
gone now. My own company has 
succumbed to the trend of the times, 
to diversification, Farmers knew 
about diversified crops years ago. It 
is surprising how long it has taken 
businessmen to find out about diver- 
sification. 


In our case we have acquired a 
water company, and a drug com- 
pany. The acquisition of the Mc- 
Kesson Drug Company was like 
Jonah swallowing the whale. Yet 
all of this has served to strengthen 
our company and this is important 
to you. Your specialized products 
need selling and support. We can 
furnish it now better than ever and 
we shall continue to support your 
programs because your products are 
selling. 

Now we face another battle—the 
advent of imitations. There is no 
use fighting them—they are already 
here and the thing we must do now 
is learn how to live with them. We 
must regulate, keep them under the 
dairy code, set nutritional standards 
and require the use of Grade A 
solids non-fat. Producers and Pro- 
cessors can live with that, but what 
we'll do with the “ersatz” products 
we just don’t know yet. We must

Why A National Guernsey 
Youth Program

Wouen Mr. Maynard contacted me 
several months ago about being a 
speaker at the 91st Annual Meeting 
of The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club, I, of course, felt very honored 
and was thrilled at the pros of 
coming to San Francisco. Then he 
told me the topic on which he would 
like me to speak — “Why a National 
Guernsey Youth Program?” I suppose 
if a survey were taken we would find 
as many different reasons why we 
should have and do need a National 
Guernsey Youth Program as there are 
Junior Guernsey Breeders, each of 
them having their own individual 
reasons. 


We might compare the forming of 
a National Youth Program to the 
birth of a baby calf. Just as breeders 
with experience and knowledge mate 
a dam with the properly selected sire 
to produce a desirable offspring, so 
do people with experience and know- 
ledge start working on the basic steps 
to produce a desirable youth pro- 
gram. Each working to form a pro- 
gram best suited to serve the wants 
and needs and desires of the youth 
for which it is designed to serve. De- 
cisions must be made answering such 
questions as, what should be the ob- 
jective of a National Youth Program? 

hat type of governing body should 
be selected and how should each jun- 
ior member be represented? As the 
questions are answered and decisions 
are made a youth program is born. 
As a baby calf tries it’s new, wobbly 
legs, proving it’s own strength, so is 
a National Youth Program eager to 
prove it’s power as a strong associa- 
tion of active young people. Like the 
calf, however, a youth program must 
remain close to the parent for more 
strength and nourishment, protection 
from outside forces and encourage- 
ment to stand and work on it’s own. 


This is the same manner in which 
the National Guernsey Youth Pro- 
gram was formed. For many years The 
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American Guernsey Cattle Club has 
offered a National Junior Member- 
ship which terminated at the age of 
twenty-one. In the fall of 1966 the 
Board of Directors appointed Mr. Bill 
Maynard as Director of a new junior 
program called “The National 
Guernsey Youth.” 

Work on a new youth program 
had started about two years previous 
in 1964 when Mr. Anson B. Smith, 
Columbus, Ohio made a presentation 
to the Board of Directors asking for 
increased activities in some areas, one 
of which was youth work. These are 
the men of experience and know- 
ledge who worked on the basic steps 
of producing a youth program. 

Following his appointment as Di- 
rector of National Guernsey Youth, 
Mr. Maynard began to publish the 
National Junior Guernsey Newslet- 
ter. It’s purpose is to dispense the 
news or pass around the information 
on what is happening in junior 
Guernsey circles. Readers learn what 
other juniors are doing to promote 
Guernseys and can also pick up val- 
uable information and ideas for fur- 
thering their own promotional work. 
Juniors learn the progress of other 
states in forming their own Junior 
Associations, they become acquainted 
with the personnel of The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club through a col- 
umn “Meet Your Employees,” brush 
up on the history of the Guernsey 
cow and in each issue is an applica- 
tion blank for entering the National 
Junior Guernsey Production Contest. 

Perhaps the most important of all 
the results of the Junior Newsletter 
has been the formation of the Nation- 
al Guernsey Youth Advisory Com- 
mittee. The Spring 1967 issue of the 
Junior Newsletter was the first issue 
to contain an article on the possibility 
of having a National Junior Associa- 
tion. This article appeared, not be- 
cause one person suggested it, but 
because a lot of interest had been ex- 
pressed in electing national officers 
and perhaps even selecting a Nation- 
al Guernsey Queen. It was further 
suggested that the election of offi- 
cers could take place at the National 
Junior Show, with the exhibitors 
acting as voting delegates. A queen 
could be chosen by submitting a pic- 
ture and an article about the activi- 
ties of each candidate. More discus- 
sions and comments were encouraged 
so that more articles could appear in 
the newsletter. As a result, the next 
issue printed an article which sug- 
gested we have a National Commit-

tee instead of national officers. The 
advantage being that each state 
could have their own representative 
as a member of this committee. 

In Columbus, Ohio at the 1967 
National Guernsey Show there was 
a meeting held of all junior exhibi- 
tors and it was here that a National 
Junior Guernsey Association was 
conceived. Upon further discussion 
it was agreed to form a committee 
with a representative from each of 
the organized states, with one officer 
to be elected to preside over the new- 
ly formed National Guernsey Youth 
Advisory Committee. As a newborn 
calf does, we, as a new organization, 
were taking our first steps. 

For any association to be worth- 
while and serve its people, it must 
have a purpose or objective and goals 
to attain in the future. In relation to 
the calf, these are the foods which 
keep the association active and grow- 
ing, without this nourishment the as- 
sociation will die. 

The purpose of our National Jun- 
ior Association is to bring the indi- 
vidual state Junior Associations to- 
gether as one body and our main ob- 
jective is to get more states to form 
Junior Guernsey Breeders’ Associa- 
tions so that we can increase our 
membership and become a stronger, 
more active association. One goal we 
are aiming for is to plan a more at- 
tractive National Guernsey Show 
that will be appealing and of interest 
to both fellow Guernsey _breed- 
ers and residents of the Columbus, 
Ohio area. In addition, we are plan- 
ning to have a Guernsey Promotion 
Booth to be maintained by juniors: 
we are seriously discussing the pos- 
sibilities of having an All-American 
Contest for juniors similar to the All- 
American Contest held each year in 
the Guernsey Journal and we are con- 
sidering a Guernsey Youth Ex- 
change. This exchange program 
would allow youth from different 
states to exchange families, prefer- 
ably for a week during the summer. 
It is hoped that these exchangees will 
learn new ideas from the farms visit- 
ed that might improve their own 


farm or dairying methods. 

As we fulfill our purposes and at- 
tain our goals, the Junior Guernsey 
Breeders as a National Association is 
proving its strength as a strong asso- 
ciation of active young people. And 
though we may be strong, as a young 
association we must not forget the 
parent organization. We must turn to 
them for guidance and help, not only 
in time of need but for assurance 
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that we are making progress in the 
right direction. 


When the Junior Guernsey Breed- 
ers meet to form their own state or- 
ganizations, they realize that they are 
no longer just the son or daughter of 
a Guernsey breeder but that they 
themselves are future Guernsey 
breeders and they now have an active 
part in the progress of the Guernsey 
Association and the future of the 
Guernsey breed. Because Junior 
Guernsey Breeders will someday be- 
come the leaders of the Cattle Club it 
is most important that the present day 
leaders, with their knowledge and ex- 
perience, do offer guidance to the jun- 
iors. If adult members are concerned 
about the future of the Guernsey 
breed, then they must in turn, be 
concerned about the holders of the 
future. 


The National and State Junior As- 
sociations help train these young 
breeders for their future role as lead- 
ers. As members of an active State 
Association, young Guernsey Breed- 
ers have a hand in making the rules 
and legislation of the junior organi- 
zation. They share the accountability 
for its success as responsible and in- 
terested participants. When we are 
asked to serve on a committee the re- 
sponsibility should be accepted with 
eagerness and enthusiasm. If we are 
elected to an office we should accept 
with honor and humility realizing 
that the members have instilled their 
faith in us as capable leaders. Even 
though we may not become an offi- 
cer or be asked to serve on a commit- 
tee, each member is invaluable for 
they are the body of the organization 
and the very people for which it was 
designed to serve. If the Junior As- 
sociation successfully attains its 
goals, it will not be because of a few 
hard-workers, but because all the 
members are hard workers. And if, 
by chance, our goals fail each junior 
should take stock of his own position 
and not attempt to blame failure on 
someone else. As young people we 
must remember that success is having 
the courage to meet failure without 
being defeated. The most significant 
result of the National and State As- 
sociation is for the preparation of 
juniors for leadership and the assum- 
ing of responsibility when they be- 
come seniors. 


Not only is a Junior Association 
beneficial to the breed but it also of- 
fers advantages to the individual 
members. First of all, as juniors, we 
are part of an important breed asso- 
ciation. We should be proud of this

Guernseys In Latin America

I despise people who make flying 
trips into totally unfamiliar areas and 
immediately set themselves up as ex- 

rts, as so many of our politicos 
have been doing lately in Viet- 
nam. I certainly do not want to pose 
as an expert on Latin America. 
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February 7th I left Boston for a 
three-week tour of Central and South 
America. The trip was jointly spon- 
sored by the Foreign Agricultural 
Service, that furnished the plane 
ticket, and The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club. . 

The purpose of the trip was to ex- 
plore the possibilities for an expand- 
ed export market for Guernsey 
cattle. 

I believe the trip served other pur- 
poses. First, there has been no repre- 
sentative of The American Guern- 
sey Cattle Club in any of these coun- 
tries since 1962. Therefore, it helped 
to re-establish contacts and get some 
firsthand information on problems 
and methods. It also was a good pub- 
lic relations trip between us, the 
Latin American breeders, and the 
Foreign Agricultural Service and 
their representatives. 

There was supposed to be a 
Foreign Agricultural Service Repre- 
sentative on the trip with me, which 
meant that much of the time would 
have been spent with the other 
breeds, but he was cancelled out at 
the last minute. 


Is There An Opportunity For An 
Expanded Export Market? 


Yeo, Bat... 


Again I say I don’t want to imply 
that I am an expert, so let us call 
what I have to say merely observa- 
tions and opinions. 

I do believe there is the oppor- 
tunity for more foreign Guernsey 
sales. 


I'd like to go into this country by 
country. : 


Honduras 


_ San Pedro Sula, even though it 
is about the most underdeveloped of 
the cities visited, it is also one of the 
fastest growing, forward looking. It 
is destined, by its geographical loca- 
tion, to be a very major air center 
and seaport, handling much of the 
traffic and freight between the United 
States and all Central America. The 
dairy business is just budding in this 
area. There has been a great deal of 
Guernsey blood already infused into 
the native cattle and with promotion 
a lot more could be absorbed. 

In the highlands area around the 
old capital of Tegucigalpa the Swiss 
have a very strong toehold. 


Salvador 


The Salvadorians want very much 
to become self-sufficient and even

an exporting dairy nation. In the 
Alliance for Progress, many of the 
trade barriers have already been 
broken and there is a great deal more 
trade already between the Central 
American countries, with a lot more 
to come. 


There are a lot of Holsteins in this 
country. We have the Muyshondts 
who are doing a beautiful job with 
Registered Guernseys and they want 
to get into the bottling and retail 
business. If they do, they will have a 
great deal to do with promoting the 
Guernsey breed in Salvador. Arturo 
is also the acting secretary of the 
Nationa] Cattlemen’s Association. 

Tony Cabrales is an excellent 
friend of the Guernsey breed. A 
strong rumor in Salvador is that Tony 
will soon become Secretary of Agri- 
culture. 

By working with the Muyshondts 
and Tony, we should have a future 
in Salvador. 


Nicaragua 


In the low land areas around Man- 
agua, crossbreds make up the aver- 
age dairy herd. These are primarily 
Guernseys crossed with Brahmas, 
and the dairymen maintain both a 
purebred herd of Guernseys and 
Brahmas. Guernseys have an excel- 
lent reputation for the amount of 
milk produced, the persistancy of 
production, and feed economy. The 
dairymen complain that Guernseys 
“run out” and the calves suffer a high 
mortality rate. I believe both faults 
can be corrected by infusions of out- 
side blood for more vigor and by 
better management. 


A tremendous new project is 
underway in the highland area of 
Matagalpa. Nestle is building a plant 
to produce powder. 

INFONAC (a Nicaraguan govern- 
mental agency) is instrumental in 
the program which is financed large- 
ly through a: loan through the Inter- 
American Development Bank. 

They first must build all-weather 
roads to about 225 farms, then they 
must accumulate about 9,000 cows 
which they plan to get locally. There 
is a market for about 300 bulls of 
which a great portion should be 
Guernseys. They plan to get these 
bulls in the United States. 


I talked with officials of IN- 
FONAC, the Banco Nacional de 
Nicaragua, AID, the Agricultural 
Attache, and the Inter-American 
Development Bank and also Alfredo 
Hernandez, Project Director of BID. 
I presented these points: 


1. Guernsey milk is high in protein 
and solids-not-fat which are used 
in making powdered milk. 


. Because of the high protein and 
solids, the cost of transportation 
and drying should be less per

hundred pounds of powder by 
using Guernsey milk. 

. Feed is not plentiful in the area, 
so the economy of production 
with Guernseys would be an ad- 
vantage. 

These points were well received. 


Costa Rica 

Guernseys are the most popular 
breed in this beautiful country and 
they are good ones, but Holsteins are 
making inroads. Some of the breed- 
ers have been buying United’ States 
Guernseys for some time, particularly 
bulls. 

We need to spend more time in 
Costa Rica at public relations. They 
need classification and educational 
help. 

The Central American Show will 
be held in San Jose in Mid-April 
next year and Guernseys should be 
the predominant breed. I tried to 
encourage them to ask L. O. Cole- 
bank to judge and have a classifica- 
tion program following the show for 
a week or so. 


Colombia 


Colombia is a fairly large country 
and in two short days you don’t see 
much of it. The Guernsey future 
does not seem too bright to me at 
the present time. 

Minimum standard for milk is 
3%. The Federal policy is to trade 
Colombian goods for foreign goods 
in a deal that is to their advantage. 
They insist that Colombian buyers 
put up about 110% of what they 
expect to have to pay for purchases 
in advance. This ¢ Snead. im- 
ports. The World Bank and BID are 
financing large imports of sheep and 
beef cattle. Merle Campbell, an old 
friend of mine, is head of the Co-

lombian branch of the World Bank. 
The Colombians are definitely de- 
pending on AI to do what improving 
they want. 


Ecuador. 


This country does not, as yet, offer 
too much encouragement for Guern- 
sey expansion. 

South of Quito, a butter and 
cheese industry is developing. This, 
plus an excellent climate and_pas- 
tures, would make an ideal Guernsey 
territory, but it would require a dem- 
onstration herd and much education 
and promotion. 


Mexico 

The Mexico City area does not 
appear to be great dairy country. A 
new area is developing around Que- 
retaro, about 150 miles north of 
Mexico City. There is a December 
show here, mostly Holstein. Last 
year the Jersey breed took down 
about 10 head for show and sale. 


They probably did not bring their 
value, but since then an additional 
100 head have been sold in the area 
and an additional 500 will probably 
be sold before the 1968 show. 

Should we try for a Mexican 
market I think it will be in the 
Queretaro area and the United States 
border area. 

If we want to expand in Mexico 
we should be represented in the 
Queretaro show. 


Summary 
At the Central American Show 


there was quite a Swiss delegation. 
Marvin Kruse, Mrs. Magnussen, Nor- 
man Magnussen, who was the judge, 
and their son; Mr. and Mrs. Harold 
Magnussen; Wilbur Harris, a board 
member from Michigan; Orbec 
Sherry, and Paul Dirkson. The 
Swiss have been promoting this 
market heavily for years and it has 
paid off. If we want in, we must 
visit them often. 


Marvin Kruse and I talked briefly 
with some of the top breeders at the 
show.

I certainly think 
this is true.

We would attempt to get classes for 
farm managers and foremen where 
they could work directly with the 
cattle and learn the basics of proper 
management. In our talks with these 
breeders this was the type of program 
they thought would work. ‘They

Marvin and I thought that the 
Guernsey and Swiss breeds might 
work out this project and that the 
Foreign Agricultural Service might 
split the cost with us. 

I do believe there is a potential 
market, limited now to the Central 
American countries and Mexico. But 

. we must do a better job of seek- 
ing and selling it.

It is necessary that we have differ- 
ences of opinion. Only through a 
broad spectum of ideas can we hope 
to achieve progress or hope to modi- 
fy policies and institutions as re- 
quired by changing conditions. 

Change, as you have been told, 
is the overwhelming fact of the 
world we live in. 

I am sure most of you, as I am, 
are daily frustrated by the fact that 
having so far survived the challenges 
of the technological revolution in 
agriculture with its requirements for 
capital, intensified requirement for 
technical and managerial skill, you 
now see all the rewards for your suc- 
cessful adjustment accrued to the 
consumer of your product. 

I am sure most of you, as I am, 
are appalled at daily seeing reports 
of differences of opinion expressed 
in violence and in boastful breaches 
of law, rather than through orderly 
political process. 

All of us frequently condemn a 
person as simply a politician or an 
act as simply political. We should 
really thank God for politics, be- 
cause politics is no more and no less 
than the procedures and mechanisms 
by which democracy, faced with dif- 
ferences of opinion, can avoid fall- 
ing into anarchy on the one hand or 
autocracy on the other. 

For the political process of demo- 
cracy to survive requires the univer- 
sal acceptance of a central core of 
philosophy. In America, this essen- 
tial philosophical core is the Greco- 
Judaic moral condition, modified by 
Eighteenth Century philosophy and 
again modified by the physical ex- 
perience of North America. It has 
been expressed in many ways by the 
Christian Golden Rule, by the Ger- 
man Philosopher Kant’s insistence 
that each man be treated as an end 
in itself and not as a means to an 
end, in our own Declaration of In- 
dependence that all men are created 
equal and each man has the inalien- 
able right to life, liberty and the per- 
suit of happiness. Each individual 
has validity as a moral and spiritual 
unit. He has the right to develop as 
he sees fit, but he has the obligation 
to recognize and respect the same 
validity and right in all others.

will with minority right in an order- 
ly process of modification of institu- 
tions and change of directions. The 
relevance of all this today is simply 
that The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club is a democratic institution. I 
believe it is necessary continuously 
to restate the philosophical core of 
belief that makes possible a demo- 
cratic association of Guernsey Breed- 
ers. 


In the complexities of demand 
and pressure in all of our daily lives, 
the particular tends to overshadow 
the general, the essential unity be- 
comes obscured by the diversity of 
crisis in detail. The central, inescap- 
able belief of all Guernsey breeders 
is this: The Guernsey cow has 
unique genetic characteristics which 
are potential yalues to dairying as an 
industry and to society. It is our ob- 
ligation to protect and improve these 
unique values. It is our right to ben-

efit from providing these values to 


" society. This we vigorously reaffirm. 


It is as true as it was 91 years ago 
or in the days of the monks on 
Guernsey Island. Of course, The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club is 
much more than a philosophy float- 
ing beautifully in a void. First, its 
function is a complex, interrelated 
system of functions. At the center 
is the function of registration, main- 
taining the purity of the breed. Ra- 
diating outward are all the functions 
of breed improvement and promo- 
tion and service. All the interrelated 
programs of production, _ testing, 
classification, pedigree, extension, 
journal, breed promotion, milk pro- 
motion, have various applications to 
the areas of —_—— of promo- 
tion, service, and to registration. 

The Club is an organization, an 
organization of people. The mem- 
bership, the non-member breeders, 
the board and officers, the staff, 
in total number over 15,000 indivi- 
duals, each of which has his own 
responsibilities and prerogatives. 
Significantly, a collection of indivi- 
duals each with the limitation of his 
specific experience, the limitation of 
his specific ambition and drives, and 
each sharing the human birthright 
of fallibility. 

Throughout history, the Club did 
not, like Venus, spring from Jupi- 
ter’s brow. Each step of evolution 
has left a heritage of commitments 
to people, to organization, to policies. 
The Club, too, is the history of a 
passage of leadership from the im- 
porter of a couple of generations ago 
to the businessman-breeder, and 
now, significantly, to the profession- 
al farmer and dairyman. 

The Club as history is the record 
of problems in reconciling inherited 
obligation with requirements of 
changing times, but, also inescap- 
ably, the Club is a business. With a 
total income and expense of well 
over a million dollars annually, do- 
ing business with fifteen to twenty 
thousand people, the business _re- 
sponsibilities cannot be safely under- 
estimated. 

In common with all of you, econ- 
omic necessity has forced upon the 
Club increasingly complex pro- 
blems, increasingly complex business 
techniques, and therefore a vastly 
greater demand for managerial and 
technical capacity than was the case 
only a few years ago. 

Beyond this, the Club is a mono- 
polistic business. No other organiza- 
tion can register Guernsey cattle. 
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We are faced with a whole series of 
moral and legal obligations and limi- 
tations that would not apply if we 
were engaged in a competitive situa- 
tion. First, we must always recog- 
nize the obligation to provide all of 
the services required for the pro- 
gressive breeding of Guernsey cattle, 
not only registration but all the an- 
cillary activities that the function of 
registration implies. 

Furthermore, these must be pro- 
vided at the lowest cost that we can 
achieve. 


The monopolistic character of the 
Club in addition imposes moral ne- 
cessity for the equitable treatment 
of all members wl all persons doing 
business with us. 


There is a logical imperative that 
those responsible for the policy of 
the Club be continually aware of 
the extent to which any service is 
necessary to all breeders or to only 
certain j Mews It is a moral imper- 
ative that no breeder be forced to 
bear a part of the cost of a program 
which does not contribute to his 
particular needs. 


There are a couple of specific 
areas to which I would like to give 
more specific attention: The first 
of those is extension of field service. 
Certainly, the Club has a responsi- 
bility for providing such service to 
all breeders in all parts of the coun- 
try, nor will anyone deny the need 
for quality service. Certainly it is 
expensive, no one will deny this. 


The problems created by this ob- 
ligation are many. First, it is neces- 
sary to provide competent  infor- 
mation on both breed and milk work, 
and it is a rare individual who can 


supply both. 


Just simple geography creates a 
whole complex of difficulties. Vari- 
ation in human and cattle density, 
variation in milk markets, variations 
in patterns of agriculture and land 
tenure. History again imposes limi- 
tations upon the freedom of the 
Club to modify field territories. 
Long established patterns and asso- 
ciations cannot lightly be discarded. 
The state agencies, which have by 
contract assumed field responsibili- 
ties represent a historical commit- 
ment by the Club, a commitment 
which cannot and must not be uni- 


laterally abolished. 


History and geography are facts, 
immutable facts. They are facts, 
however, that present very powerful 
obstacles to efforts by the Club to 
adjust to the ever-changing evolving 
world in which we have to live. 
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This whole area, a very sensitive and 
important area, represents problems 
in efficiency and economy that can- 
not be solved in a day, nor in the 
kaleidoscope of American agricul- 
ture can they ever be solved for 
longer than a day. 


The second area that needs more 
than passing attention is the milk 
program. The milk program is es- 
sentially a service program. It should 
feed its justification only from the 
benefit it can provide to the breed 
and breeder, never should it be per- 
mitted to seek justification as a busi- 
ness in and for itself, or centainly as 
a benefit to the distributor of milk. 


The techniques by which the 
Golden Guernsey program can ben- 
efit the breed and the breeder are, 
however, as varied as are the pat- 
terns of production, marketing, and 
distribution of milk. Benefits may 
or may not include producer pre- 
miums, cattle values, et cetera. 


In all the variations, however, it 
is necessary to develop a framework 
of national policy and program, a 
body of evolving policy that is legal- 
ly and morally consistent from place 
to place and from time to time. 


The milk program is, however, 
simply a service program, for any 
unique capacity. of the Guernsey 
cow to produce milk that has the 
property of qualitative differentia- 
tion lies perhaps the most important 
value the Guernsey breed he to 
contribute to the dairy industry and 
to society. The Golden Guernse 
trademarks are the means by which 
the breed and the breeder can ben- 
efit from the ungiue genetic charac- 
ter of the breed, and therefore the 
trademark is identifying qualitative 
differentiation and has_ steadfastly 
denied the hypothesis that milk is 
milk, which is a treasure of incal- 
culable value, but it is a treasure to 
be jealously guarded, never liquidat- 

in response to local or temporary 
crises. 


So how stands it with the Guern- 
sey breed? Problems like the poor 
we always have with us. If we ap- 
proach these problems with ration- 
ality rather than emotion, with 
steadfastness rather than panic, if 
we have faith in ourselves and in 
each other and in the Guernsey cow, 
if we recognize that the world may 
look a little different from where 
our neighbor stands, and he is not 
there for a villian; if, most of all, we 
concentrate on the values that unite 
us, rather than the crises that divide, 
it stands well. 


Finally, I would be remiss if I did 
not express by appreciation to the 
Board and to all the members who 
have worked so hard to develop the 
a of The Guernsey ttle 

lub during the past year, and par- 
ticularly to express to all of us grat- 
itude for having available the serv- 
ices of an experienced and dedicated 
staff, for this, our people, is not the 
least of the assets of the Guernsey 


breed.

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Board Action 


Secretary F. X. Chapman gave the 
following report on actions taken by 
the Board of Directors. 


I would like to say before I read 
some of the main actions taken by 
the Board that I feel it a tremendous 
honor to have been able to work 
with such a Board as you have. Only 
I can really know their attitudes, 
their abilities, and how they func- 
tion as a group, and I only regret 
that there are not more that can 
sense the appreciation that I have 
for the sacrifices these men make. 
I think it is tremendous. I hope I 
can equal their ability and their de- 
sire to work for you for the common 
good of the Guernsey breed. 


The actions taken by the Board 
coincide with the statement our Pre- 
sident made in the address he has 
just given us. We are in a period of 
change and I can’t help but feel that 
in the Board meetings this past week 
it was most appreciative of the fact 
that we are in what you might call 
a pivotal period, a period that we're 
leaving some of the past and enter- 
ing into new eras. 


I think some of the Board action 
may be appreciated by some, sought 
by many, and questioned by others, 
but nevertheless, these are the main 
items that were voted. The wording 
will not be exact but in essence I 
think they tell pretty well some of 


the main items approved by the 
Board. 


1. Membership rates regarding 
joint membership, in the future such 
memberships will be given the op- 
tion to cancel their individual mem- 
berships in exchange for partnership 
membership at no charge, or take 
out membership under joint owner- 
ship, if member rates are to apply 
to the joint ownership. 


This is highly significant due to 
the fact that we're having so many 
owners transfer their herds to sons, 
daughters, or combinations thereof. 


2. Open Herd Book: The Board 
accepts the idea of an Open Herd 
Book and urges the President to ap- 
point a committee to study an Open 
Herd Book thoroughly and to work 
closely with the PDCA in this study. 
It might interest you to know that 
all breeds are once again looking at 
the Open Herd Book, that is to say 
not a closed book, and that one 
breed has already taken steps in that 
direction. 


At the recent PDCA meeting it 


was on the agenda and it will con- 
tinue to be on the agenda, 


3. New Sire Summary Award. 
The Board approved a new Gold 
and Silver Sire Award program 
based on USDA sire summaries and 
simultaneous classification data from 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club 
records. This will begin with the 
new sire summaries received by the 
Club as of January 1 of this year. 


4. The Club revised the Gold 
Star Awards and the basic idea was 
to acknowledge all data and estab- 
lish minimum requirements which 
must be met. 


5. Board action requires that all 
sire summaries when published by 
the Club indicate the date of the 
summary, and all future award de- 
signations will also show the date. 


6. It was moved by the Golden 
Guernsey committee with approval 
by the Board that a subcommittee 
be appointed to make a survey of 
marketing of our product nationwide 
and to report back to the Golden 
Guernsey Committee. We have had 
requests from time to time in regard 
to our Golden Guernsey products 
and the line that we have thereof, 
and this is a study group to reassess 
our entire situation in this regard. 


7. The Promotion Department has 
been instructed to explore the possi- 
bilities of a film for type classifica- 
tion. Our recent slide sets have gone 
over so well that we thought it 
would be an ideal time to give care- 
ful consideration to a complete eight 
or 16 millimeter film on type classifi- 
cation. 

8. The Board approved a member- 
ship drive to increase members in 
The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club. It also approved a new com- 
puter print pedigree, and a corres- 
ponding price schedule for pedigrees 
and catalogs. To our knowledge this 
will be the first pedigree produced 
in entirety from te computer. It is 
hoped that through this method we 
will be able and we have reduced 
the cost of the basic pedigree data to 
any and all breeders. 


9. The Board also approved re- 
placement of the present 1440 com- 
puter with a 360 model 25 computer 
on a lease arrangement similar to the 
rental arrangements we have had in 
the past. This is brought about 
through the need of increased speed 
and increased capacity in our compu- 
ter. This will be accomplished with 
no additional increase in costs and 
possibly even a reduction. 


10. The Board allocated up to 
$4,000 for a probability study of the 
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merger or joint occupancy of the 
Guernsey and Jersey associations and 
any other interested breed. This 
would be a preliminary study to be 
followed by a more detailed analysis, 
should the first study warrant it. 
This also has been discussed with 
the other breeds, both at PDCA and 
here at your Board meetings. A 
great deal of work has been done on 
this and it is felt by many that we 
have reached the point that those in- 
volved either do not have the time 
or the qualifications or the unbiased- 
ness to do this study. We're looking 
at proposals from the East’ and the 
Midwest in regard to a consultant 
firm to carry on this work. 

This would imply that if a begin- 
ning study would seem to indicate 
that there are basic areas of mutual 
benefit, that a further study would 
be involved at a considerably larger 
expense but, of course, the first 
study would also show that the ad- 
ditional expense of the second study 
would be justified. 


11. The Board approved an offer 
to each breeder on DHIR, which 
will grant each cow completing test 
one dollar of the purchase price of a 
new six ancestor print computer ped- 
igree. They affirmed the support for 
the blood type typing genetic re- 
search program which is in progress 
and urge the full support of every 
breeder of Guernsey cattle for this 
progressive study. 


12. The Board adopted in princi- 
ple the Sales Code of Ethics. 


13. The Board accepted an invita- 
tion from the State of Wisconsin to 
hold the 1970 Annual Meeting in 
that State. 


14. It was moved that the Guern- 
sey Breeders’ Journal in the future 
will not accept any political adver- 
tising from any individual or group. 

15. The Board designated Novem- 
ber 6, 7 and 8 for the next Board 
meeting in Chicago. 


These actions, in essence, give you 
a thumbnail sketch of the actions of 
the Board at its recent Board meet- 
ing here in San Francisco. 


The Resolutions Committee was comprised 
of Merritt Adamson, Chairman, George 
Clever and Henderson Stockton. Chair- 
man Adamson presented the following

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WHEREAS, there has been little re- 
search as to the effect of the use of these 
products on the nutritional levels of the 
consumers thereof; and 


WHEREAS, the nutrition of our peo- 
ple is properly the subject of national 
concern; 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED 

at we, members of e American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, assert that these 
products should be labeled in the man- 
ner that will appraise the consumer of 
the fact that these products have not been 
proved to be a replacement for genuine 
products; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED That 
this resolution be incorporated in the 
Minutes of the Ninety-First Annual Meet- 
ing in the year 1968 and a copy mailed 
to the Secretary of Agriculture, The Hon- 
orable Orville L. Freeman. 


A RESOLUTION OF THE AMERI-

OF MILK. 


WHEREAS, The Honorable Orville 
L. Freeman, Secretary of Agriculture, has 
expressed concern with the diminishing

WHEREAS, the consumption of milk 
and dairy products is dependent upon 
the high quality and taste appeal;

You know, I think that the one 
great thing in this world that is 
worth more than money, more than 
position, more than any other accom- 
plishment is that of friendship. No 
one ever had a truer or a more loyal 
friend than Bob Price and, of course, 
Bob Price was successful beyond his 
own dreams. He was successful in 
everything he did. He did not recog- 
nize failure, nor mediocrity. 


He has a wonderful family and 
he is survived by one of the great 
ladies it has been my privilege to 
know. He has sons that I am awfully 
pleased are my friends and who are 
carrying on. 

I just don’t know anything more 
to be said than that this whole 
world, our industry, and cattle, not 
only Guernsey cattle but other 
breeds, are all in a far better position 
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because of Bob Price. His contribu- 
tions to the breeds, to the dairy in- 
dustry have not been surpassed. 


I think that the great herd of 
Price-Black, Arrey, New Mexico, 
and Mr. Black is here represented, 
was never conceived to be Built any- 
where else. I think I am meitintly 
safe, and I know Paul would join 
me, in saying that the man respon- 
sible for it was Bob Price. 


I know what the Blacks have 
done, too, but Bob Price chose the 
Blacks because he knew what they 
would do, could do and what they 
are doing, so let us all just bow our 
heads for one moment in respect to 
the memory of this great man. 


In accepting the Honor Plaque, 
Mr. Price said: I just want to say 
a word, Mr. Henderson, I centainly 
do appreciate those words. 


My mother voices her regrets that 
she could not be here to accept this 
outstanding award. I want to say 
one thing, dad had a lot going for 
him, and I can think of three things 
particularly: Fine friends like Hen- 
derson Stockton, the Guernsey 
breed, and an able associate like 
Paul Black. We still have those 
things going for us and we're looking 
forward to a great future. Thank 
you. 


Dr. H. A. Herman made the 
Award of Honor Plaque presentation 
to Mr. O. H. Liebers, Lincoln, Ne- 
braska. The plaque was accepted by 
his son, Lawrence. 


It is most fitting that we honor one 
of the real pioneers of the Guernsey 
breed in the Middle West. Some men 
are destined to be giants among us 
in accomplishing many of the worth- 
while things in life. In all of Ameri- 
can Agriculture and the realm of 
Guernseydom, there are few whose 
record of accomplishment exceeds 


that of Otto H. Liebers. 


Most of the statements to follow 
will cover the illustrious and distin- 
guished career of Otto, but I would 
be sadly amiss not to emphasize the 
important role played by Mrs. Lieb- 
ers. For more than fifty years, Ethel 
has been the helpmate, counsellor 
and partner in a career not only in- 
volving successes and major accom- 

lishments, but enough hardship and 

Ihenetiiaiads to stymie folks of less 
courage and strong moral fiber so 
characteristic of this fine couple. 


Few men better exemplify the true 
pioneer heritage that makes America 
great- than- Otto Liebers, Here is a 
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man whose career spans the pioneer 
days in Nebraska to the jet age. No 
matter the task engaged in, Otto has 
the ability to put aside the past and 
devote his energies to the things he 
can do something about. He main- 
tains a deep concern for the future 
and an optimistic view of things to 
come. One of Otto's characteristics 
is a concern for the welfare of his 
fellow men. Over the years, he has 
given freely of his time and talents 
in local, state and national affairs. A 
firm believer in thoroughness and ex- 
cellence in everything he attempts, 
his zeal and good judgment are re- 
flected in his fine family, his Guern- 
sey herd and farm, the Skyline Dairy, 
his church, community and political 
activities. 

Mr. Liebers was born of pioneer 
parents in Kearney County, near 
Minden, Nebraska, on June 25, 
1887. He was one of a family of nine 
children. He graduated from the Col- 
lege of Agriculture, University of 
Nebraska, Lincoln in 1913 and stood 
at the head of his class. 


Following graduation, Mr. Liebers 
became the first County Agricultural 
Agent in the State of Nebraska, and 
was assigned to Gage County. It is 
most appropriate that in 1963—fifty 
years later, this first County Agent 
was honored by the Nebraska Hall 
of Agricultural Achievement in the 
new Nebraska Center for continuing 
education. This a structure and a 
program that Mr. Liebers helped to 
inspire and raise the building funds. 


In 1913, Mr. Liebers took one of 
the most important steps in his life. 
In September of that year he and 
Miss Ethel L. Kindig were married. 
Otto and Ethel celebrated their Gold- 
en Wedding Anniversary nearly five 
years ago. Three children were born 
to this union. Harry, the second old- 
est, prominent in 4H Club and 
dairying, died in young manhood 
leaving a widow and one child. Law- 
rence, who from the beginning shar- 
ed great hag 9 in developing 
Skyline Dairy and the family busi- 
ness, carries on today. A third child, 
Ruth (Mrs. Robert Ellis), died in 
April 1966. The Liebers have always 
been a close knit family with Otto, 
Ethel, and the children working side 
by side through the years. 


Following his work as a County 
Agent in Gage County, Mr. Liebers 
became the Agricultural and Immi- 
gration Agent for the Burlington 
Railroad Lines west, with headquar- 
ters in Denver. In 1919, however, he 
returned to Nebraska, the state he 


loves so well, to become the organiz- 
er and manager of the Nebraska 
Dairy Development Society. 


While Mr. Liebers was engaged 
in dairy development work, the fam- 
ily lived on a small acreage east of 
Lincoln. The two sons, Harry and 
Lawrence, were approaching 4H 
Club age and there had been some 
family discussion about getting 
calves for their Club project. Otto 
says, “One day the boys came home 
from the State Fair and said: ‘Dad, 
we saw some real cattle today 
—Guernseys, and they are what we 
want for our Club project.’” 


In 1923, the first two Club calves 
were purchased. These calves be- 
came the foundation for the Skyline 
herd. By 1933, the Club projects and 
the additional foundation females 
purchased had grown to 34 head. 
The Liebers were selling Guernsey 
milk to friends and neighbors. The 
Liebers boys often delivered milk by 
bicycle and this was the start of Sky- 
line Dairy. 

The Skyline Dairy has always 
been operated on the highest stand- 
ards with emphasis on quality prod- 
ucts and business integrity. Golden 
Guernsey milk was sold for years. 
Many Nebraska Guernsey breeders 
_ enjoyed a premium market for 
milk. 


After ten years with the dairy de- 
velopment program, Mr. Liebers be- 
gan a fifteen year career as appraiser 
for the Federal Land Bank. During 
his tenure, and characteristic of his 
keen insight and desire for perfec- 
tion, he materially assisted the Fed- 
eral Land Bank in establishing sound 
real estate loan policies which were 


fair to both the bank and the borrow- 


er. 


In recent months, as is true in so 
many businesses, strong competitors 
join forces by merging. This has hap- 
pened in case of Skyline and Roberts 
Dairy. Both fine operators, but fight- 
ing for the Lincoln market with the 
usual competition from national 
chain dairies, entered into an agree- 
ment on the milk business. The Sky- 
line name is preserved and Lawrence 
Liebers, with his rich experience and 
ability, is General Manager of the 
Lincoln branch. 


Now back to Otto Liebers, the man 
we honor. Otto has continued to be 
a pioneer throughout his life. He is 
now past 80 years of age, but in addi- 
tion to being the first County Agent 
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—aiding settlers in the west—intro- 
ducing purebred cattle—founder of 
a successful business—establishing 
sound principles of land appraisal— 
an illustrious career as a State Sena- 
tor in Nebraska’s unicameral legis- 
lature. Otto adds to it by making out- 
standing contributions in the field of 
soil and water conservation and in 
the field of government. 


Out of his leadership in soil and 
water conservation came a new con- 
cept in the correct use of soil and 
water. From 1950 to 1958, Otto serv- 
ed as chairman or co-chairman of the 
Salt Wahoo (Nebraska) Watershed 
Association and sparked its activities. 
From 1952-58, he was chairman of 
the Nebraska Governor's Advisory 
Council on Watershed Protection 
and Flood Control. 


In 1951, Mr. Liebers was elected 
State Senator from the 18th Ne- 
braska District. In the legislature he 
sponsored bills to improve agricul- 
ture, education at all levels, and agri- 
culture related industries. He served 
most effectively as chairman of the 
Budget Committee. During his ten- 
ure as a State Senator constructive 
programs for education, agriculture 
and soil conservation were advanced 
to new levels and Nebraskans respect 
and honor Otto today for his for- 
ward views in these areas. In 1963, 
Mr. Liebers was awarded the honor- 
ary degree, Doctor of Laws by his 
Alma Mater—the University of Ne- 
braska. 


As a Guernsey breeder, Otto is 
thorough and realistic. The Skyline 
herd averages some 100 head of reg- 
istered Guernseys with about 50 
cows in milk. Few herds have a wer 
year continuous testing program suc 
as Skyline has compiled. The herd 
has consistently averaged over 10,000 
pounds of milk and 500 pounds of 
butterfat per cow. Mr. Liebers never 
has attempted to make high individ- 
ual records. He is a strong believer in 
total lifetime production and dozens 
of his cows are listed with 100,000 
pounds of milk upward for lifetime 
production. It is most fitting, and 
characteristic of the Liebers, in fol- 
lowing their convictions with action, 
that Otto and Ethe] Liebers, some 
years back, established the Liebers’ 
Trophy. This trophy is one of the 
coveted awards available to breeders 
of registered Guernseys. It is present- 
ed to the living cow with the high- 
est total lifetime production each 
year. The Skyline herd has been 
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classified regularly since the Guern- 
sey Classification Program was inau- 
gurated. 


Otto served two five year terms as 
a Director of The American Guern- 
sey Cattle Club retiring from the 
Board in 1964. He also served for 
many years on The Golden Guern- 
sey Committee. 


Otto was elected to The United 
States Chamber of Commerce and 
served several years as a director. In 
1955, he was elected Director of The 
Ford Foundation and serves on its 
committee to consider resources for 
the future. He received the Distin- 
guished Services Award from the Lin- 
coln Kiwanis Club in 1956. He is an 
honorary member of the Nebraska 
Veterinary Medical Association and 
The Innocents Society, University of 
Nebraska. Through the years, he has 
been a leader in The Second Pres- 
byterian Church of Lincoln and is a 
member of its Foundation. Otto is 
listed in “Who’s Who in America.” 
His honors have been many, but all 
richly deserved and stemming from 
hard work and accomplishments. 


It has been my distinct privilege 
to be friends of the Liebers’ family 
for nearly 40 years. This friendship 
not only involved Guernsey Cattle, 
but it has involved hunting trips, 
football games, dairy meetings and 
judging events. Otto is an ardent 
sportsman and football fan. He has 
followed the “Cornhuskers” and their 
football achievements throughout his 
lifetime. 


Otto Liebers, throughout his years 
has always been a modest, friendly, 
man always willing to assist his fel- 
lowman. He is honored and _ re- 
spected among Guernsey breeders. 
The members, officers, and directors 
of The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club desirous of recognizing the fine 
qualities, talent, and contributions of 
Otto Liebers, on the occasion of the 
91st Annual Meeting of The Club 
presents this honor plaque. With this 
plaque goes our warm and deep 
thanks to Otto, Mrs. Liebers, and the 
family for their leadership and long 
participation in the efforts of our 
Club. Thank you. 


Mr. T. A. Knight, Manager, 
Adohr Farms, Camarillo, California 
made the Award of Honor Plaque 
presentation to both his boss, Merritt 
Adamson and his older brother, C. 
R, Knight. - 


In the history of The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, I don’t be- 
lieve any person has been so fortu- 
nate as to present Award of Honor 
Plaques to two distinguished mem- 
bers at the same time. It is even more 
unique in that the recipients are so 
close to me, and have been for many 
years. One is my Boss, Merritt Adam- 
son, and the other is my older brother 
Cliff. Lets start with Merritt: 


The Adamson family started in the 
dairy business in San Fernando 


Valley California in 1916. 


The first Registered Guernsey 
bull, “Mayhew Golden Jewel” was 
purchased from A. B. Humphrey, 


Escalon, California. 


Since that time they have continu- 
ed to raise and register Guernsey 
cattle, producing “Golden Guernsey 
Milk” with a trade-mark of “Quality 
you can taste.” 


The Adamsons are proud people, 
proud of their heritage and proud of 
the products they produce, this they 
have proved by the numerous Gold 
Medal Awards won throughout the 
State of California and the Nation. 


Merritt H. Adamson was born in 
California in 1926. His boyhood 
years were spent between the beach 
at Malibu and the Adohr Ranches. 
I well remember in 1941 and 1942, 
when we were building the Dairy at 
Camarillo, how he operated a bull- 
dozer for us and slept in a non-air- 
conditioned tent while we were try- 
ing to grade out those big old sand 
dunes 15 to 20 feet high. It must 
have paid off, because today he drives 
an air-conditioned car and works in 
an air-conditioned office. 


Merritt graduated from the Uni- 
versity of California at Davis 
in 1949; in the year 1954 he was 
made Executive Vice President of 
Adohr; in 1961 he became President. 
Since that time he and his sisters, 
Mrs. Rhoda May Dallas and Mrs. 
Sylvia Adamson Neville, have been 
responsible for the continued success 


of Adohr. 


Most of you probably know how 
the name of Adohr originated. It was 
the name of their Mother, Mrs. 
Rhoda Rindge Adamson and_ they 
took the name of Rhoda and just 
spelled it backwards to get the name 
Adohr. Then came the slogan milk 
for “Adohrable Babies” which be- 
came so popular to Southern Cali- 
fornia housewives. 


Mr. Adamson and his lovely wife, 
Sharon, have four wonderful chil- 
dren, three sons and one girl, Rindge, 
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Grant, Sam and daughter Leslie, and 
believe me they are an outdoor fam- 
ily. Any leisure time they might have 
is spent swimming, skiing, or yacht- 
ing. Last year Merritt entered and 
skippered his own boat in the Trans- 
Pac Yachting or Sailing Race from 
Los Angeles to Honolulu and I 
understand Sharon was the head 
Chef, that was the only way Mer- 
ritt would let her be one of the crew. 
My nautical terms may be incorrect, 
probably she was just a plain old 
“Galley Slave.” 

Mr. Adamson has served as a Di- 
rector of The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club from 1956 to 1968, he 
has been a Director of Golden Guern- 
sey, Inc. since 1955, he was the Vice- 
President and Chairman of the Fi- 
nancial Committee in 1966. If mem- 
ory serves me right, Merritt was large- 
rs responsible for a change in the 
design of the new __ trade-mark 
names. I remember how he almost 
drove Gayb Little, the head of our 
advertising agency, nuts when he 
was working on the Guernsey Royal 
trade-mark, nothing pleased Merritt. 
Finally, Gayb came up with one that 
Mr. Adamson approved of and Mer- 


ritt really went to work. 


Merritt, we all appreciate the ef- 
fort and hours of work put into this 
project, all Guernsey Breeders are 
very grateful to you. 


Now if you will give me a few 
more minutes of your time, I would 
like to introduce another gentleman. 


This brings us to the introduction 
of “My older brother.” 


Cliff has always claimed that he 
looks and acts much younger than I 
. . . With his crew hair cut, his at- 
traction to the Jet Set, and long hours 
of “Helling It Up.” 


I will have to admit that I am not 
in competition with him in any of 
these fields, however I do have to 
agree with our mother . . . that he 
was born a few years ahead of me. 


Despite his boyish looks and ac- 
tions, Cliff Knight was born in Eng- 
land on December 13, 1902. Our 
father and mother returned from 
the United States in 1901 where 
they had farmed and dairied in Rock- 
ford, Illinois. Our eldest sister Leah, 
now living in England, was born in 


Rockford. 


Clifford and I returned to the 
States in 1926, this is when Clifford 
first became acquainted with Regis- 
tered Guernseys at Arden Farms, El 
Monte, California. 
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He joined the Adamson family or- 
ganization in 1929 and stayed with 
them until 1948. During this time 
he developed an outstanding Guern- 
sey herd, producing champions too 
numerous to mention, including 
National Champions. 


Cliff has been an Official Guern- 
sey Judge, as well as judge for other 
breeds, for many, many years. He 
judged the National Guernsey Show 
in Waterloo, Iowa, 1959 and is a 
member of The American Guernsey 


Cattle Club Type Committee. 


Although we do not always agree 
with him, we feel he has represented 
us well and we certainly appreciate 
his valuable time given in this field. 
He also has toured the Isle of Guern- 
sey with the late W. T. McClelland, 
Shamrock Farms, Tucson, Arizona, 
selecting cattle. 


Cliff is also Sales Manager for the 
Guernsey Sale of the West. He is 
known as “The Chief.” The rest of 


us are just common Indians! 


Much of his time is also given to 
youth organizations, such as 4H 
Clubs, Future Farmers of America 
and Junior Farmers. 


He may be very outspoken and 
gruff at times but he always has time 
for a few words of advice and en- 
couragement to the younger genera- 
tion. 


Last year he was given “Man of 
the Year” award by the California 
Polytechnic College, for outstanding 
contributions to the dairy industry. 
He had the distinct title of “Honor- 
ary Veterinarian” bestowed upon him 
for his work in the field of Animal 
Health. 


He also worked hard with the 
California Guernsey Cattle Club, 
serving as a Director for many terms 
during our lean years, and is now 
our President. 


For the past eighteen years he has 
been General Manager of Meadow 
Gold Farms, Bakersfield. He not only 
developed a great Guernsey herd to 
replace a predominately Jersey herd 
but he also became one of the out- 
standing cotton farmers in Kern 


County. 


I had the privilege to attend Cliff's 
retirement party at Bakersfield a 
couple of weeks ago and found out 
that he was also an honorary mem- 
ber of the S. W. A. G. Society 
(which was a new one on me). For 
those of you that do not know of the 
S. W. A. G. Society it means “Scien- 


tific Wild Ass Guessers” and I do not 
know if his success came with brains 
or wild guesses. 

Again I say, it is a great privilege 
to present these two men. I am sure 
the Members and Directors of The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club join 
with me in recognizing both men for 
the outstanding jobs they have each 
done, each in his own field, to move 


the Cattle Club forward.

Virginia Dairy Heifer Marketing 
And Information Program 


Oscar Kennepy, Dairy Marketing 
Agent, Division of Markets, Rich- 
mond, Virginia, Department of Agri- 
culture and Commerce has announc- 
ed that beginning May 1, 1968, a 
dairy heifer marketing and informa- 
tion program became available to all 
persons buying and selling Virginia 
bred dairy replacements in Virginia. 

The department of Oscar Ken- 
nedy, Dairy Marketing Agent, is 
serving as a clearing house for supply 
and demand of Virginia dairy heif- 
ers. The system works as follows: A 
person who has Virginia bred dairy 
heifers for sale may pick up his phone 
and dial the Department of Agri- 
culture’s field office nearest him or 
the main office in Richmond, Vir- 
ginia. The person calling will be 
asked to supply as much information 
as possible concerning his name, 
complete mailing address and_tele- 
phone number, and the number of 
heifers for sale, grade or registered, 
breed, date bred, date due, age and 
production information on sires and 
dams. This information will then be- 
come available to anyone who calls 
the Richmond office requesting in- 
formation on the availability of Vir- 
ginia bred dairy replacements. 

The telephone number for Oscar 
Kennedy, Dairy Marketing Agent, 
in the central office at Richmond is 
770-3951. For convenience, the 
names and telephone numbers of the 
area marketing agents are listed for 
different areas of the state.

He mentioned the fact a 100- 
cow Holstein herd would have to 
produce 400,000 Ibs. more milk in 
a year’s time to net the same $30,000 
figure for the breeder. He also com- 
pared the two breeds in net returns 
over feed costs.

Used on 
mediocre cows, ‘‘Champ’’ has become the 4th highest summarized sire of the 
breed for milk. We had the misfortune of losing this bull by accidental poi- 
soning as his daughters were just coming into milk. 


Two years after “Champ” was born, “Verna” gave birth to Angstman Farm Hornless Clyde, now in service in our 
herd. We predict that the daughters of ‘‘Clyde’’ will equal the daughters of ‘‘Champ” in production, but will do con- 
siderably better on classification, partly because they are out of better dams (more on ‘‘Clyde’’ next month). Bred 
to a horned bull the next year, she produced Angstman Farm Sandy, a show bull that was defeated only by the 
All-American Junior Yearling in 1965.
